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Although it may be permissible for a judge who has self-disqualified to later reinstate oneself upon a showing of sufficient 
proof,! it has been held that where there has been a change of judges effected by a determination or order of disqualification, that 


change may not be revoked by the original judge, especially where a sufficient statutory affidavit of disqualification is on file. 


Although a judge who has self-disqualified to hear a case generally may subsequently revoke the order and resume jurisdiction, 
if a special judge has qualified and assumed jurisdiction then the displaced judge has no authority in the case so long as the 


special judge exercises jurisdiction.” 


Where a judge has entered an order of self-disqualification and has relinquished jurisdiction to another judge, such judge cannot 


reassume jurisdiction on a personal motion, since the judge has lost jurisdiction in the cause,“ even where obtained by fraud.’ 
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
